keepe their Reſidence at their Manſions in the Countrey, 
and forbidding them to make their habitations in London, 
and places adioyning. | 


— CIT / =} He Kings moſt Excellent Ma1zs r 1s hath obſerued, that 


1 of late peeres a greater number of che Robilitie and Gentrie , and 
| abler ſozt of Hts people with their Families, haue reſoztedto the 
| Cities of Londen and Weſtminſter, and places adtopning , and there 
made their reſidence, then in foꝛmer times,contrary to the auntient 

plage of the Engliſh Nation , which hath occaſioned diuers incon- 
[| nenfences ; foz where by their reſidence and abiding in the ſenerall 
Countreys whente their meanes ariſeth , they ſerued the King in 
ſeuerall places accozding to their Degrees and Rankesin ayde of the Gonernement, where: 
by, and by their Houle keeping in thoſe parts, the Realme was defended, andthe meaner 
loꝛt ofthe people were guided, directed and reliened, but by their reſidencein the ſad Cities 
and parts adtoyning , they haue not imployment, but line without doing any Deruice to His 
Mateſtie oꝛ His people, a great part of their money and ſubſtance is dꝛawen from the ſeue⸗ 
rall Countreys whence it ariſeth , and is ſpent inthe Citie in exceſſe of Apparell pꝛouided 
from Foꝛraigne parts, to the enriching of other Hations, and vnneceſſary conſumption of 
a great part ofthe Treaſure of this Realme,and in other vaine delights and expentes, euen 
to the waſting of their Eſtates , which is not iſſued into the parts from whence it ariſeth, 
noꝛ are the people at them reliened therewith, oꝛ by their Hoſpitalſtte, noꝛ pet let on wozke 
as they might and would bee, were it not fo: the abſence ol the pzincipall men out of their 
Countreys, and the exceſſiue vſe of Fozraigne Commodities by this ottaſion allo, and ofthe 

great number oflooſe and idle people that follow them, and line in, and about the laid Cities, 
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tects of the ſeuerall parts of the Realme, that haue Panſion-houſes and places of Reſi- 


the diloꝛder there groweth lo great, andthe Delinquents betome lo numerous, as tholepla- 
tes are not ſo caſily gouerned by their ozdinary Pagiſtrates, as in fozmer times, and the 
ſaid Cities are not onely at erceſſine charge in reliening a great number of choſe ble and 
loole people, that grow to Beggery, and become diſeaſed and infirme , but allo are made moze 
ſubiett to Contagion and Infection, and the pꝛtzes of all kindes of victuals both in the ſaid 
Cities, and in diuers other plates from whence thoſe Cities are ſerued, are exceedingly incre# 


ſed, and the ſeuerall Countreys bndefended. the poozer ſozt are vnrelieued, and not guided 
oꝛ gouerned, as they might bee in caſe thoſe perſons of qualitie and reſpect reſided among 
them. 
His Maieſtie finding thoſe intonuenientes to ariſe from hence, and foꝛeſeeing that moꝛe will 
enſue, if timelp remedy be not pꝛouided, hath reſolued foꝛ the common good of His people, as 
by His Office He is bound to vle all good wayes foz pꝛeuenting of thoſe great euils. 
And obleruing that His Noble Pꝛogenitoꝛs Kings of this Realme haue vſed, when foz 
the common pꝛolit of the Realme it was neceſſary to command their people, aſwell thoſe 


ofthe Clergieof all ſozts, as the Laitie, tokeepe Reſidence at their dwellings in the ſeuerall 


parts of this Realme, where foz defence, good, and ſafetie thereof, was moſt neceſary,and 


to reſtraine their departure, oz changing their habitations from thence, vnder diuers pames 


bpon the contemners of thoſe Commands: Therefoze His Maieſtie doth ireightly charge 


and tommand His Lo2ds both Spirituall and Tempozall , the Lieutenants and Deputie 


Lteutenants of Counties, Juſtices affigned foz conſernation of the Peace, Baronets, 
Kutghts, Eſquires, and Gentlemen, and all Clerkes hauing Benefices with Cure, oz Pꝛe⸗ 
bends 02 Dignities in Cathedzall oz Collegiat Churches, and all other His Pateſties Subs 


dence in other parts, and are not of His Maieſties Countell, oꝛ bound to dayly attendance 
on His Highneſſe, His deareſt Conſoꝛt the Queene, oꝛ their Childzen, That befoze the end of 


fourty dayes next after the publiſhing of this Pꝛoclamation within His Citie of London, 
they with their families depart from the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, Suburbes and Lt- 


berties thereof, and places adioyning, and reſozt to the ſeucrall Counties where they 
vlually reſided, and there keepe their habitations and hoſpitalitie , attend their ſernices, and 
be ready foz the defence and guidance of thoſe parts, as their Callings, Degrees and Abilities 
ſhallextend, vponſuch paines as are to be inflicted vpon thoſe that ſhall neglectthe publique 


' ſernice and defence of the Realme in contempt of His Mateſties Royall Command: Any 


that aſwell thoſe hereby commanded to returne to their ſeuerall Countreys, as thoſe which 
are already there, doe bpon the lame paines, continue the Reſidence of themlſelues, and their 
families there, and doe their dueties and ſeruices as afozeſatd. 

Neuertheleſſe, his Mateſtie doeth hereby declare that it is not His purpoſe to reſtrame the 
neceſſary atteſſe of any His Hubietts to the ſaid Cities oꝛ either of them, foz the following 
thetr ſuites oz other neceſſary bulineſle in Terme tine, oꝛ otherwiſe, ſo as they doe not by pze- 
tence thereof remoue their kamilies, dut leaue the lame to continue in the Countrey, and keep 
their houſes and Hoſpitality, and themſelues returne thither as their buſineſſe may permit 
them, and to the end the better effect may hence follow, His Pateſty doth charge andcom- 
mand the Loꝛd Maioꝛ of the City of London, and the Aldermen of the ſame Citie, g the Juli 


ces alligned foz conſeruation of the Peace there, and inthe City of Weſtminſter and the Sub- 
arbes and Liberties of the ſameCities, and in the Counties and plates adioyning, and all 
Conſtables and Church wardens in euery Pariſh within any of thoſe Cities, Suburbes, Lt- 
berties, Counties, and places, That euery of them make ſpetiall obſeruation of all thoſe that 
ſhall bee diſobedtent-to this Pur Command, and from time to time pzeſent their names to 
ſome ot Our Counlell learned, whom wee doe Command to take due examination, oz notice 
of the qualities of their offences, and to cauſe pzoſecution to bee had againſt them in Our 
Court of Starre-chamber, oz in any other Our Courts of Juſtice as the caſe ſhall require. 
And becaule His Maieſties louing people of the Cities, Suburbes, Liberties, and places 
afozeſatd, are exceedingly burthened and charged, by occaſion of this great & bnneceſſary con- 
courſe of thoſe ſtrangers among them, His Maieſtie holdeth it equall and tuft, and is well 
pleaſed that in their ayde and contributtons to his Mateſtie, and other common payments, 
they ſhall bee charged with reſpect to the intonuenience that commeth by their reſidence in 
thoſe places, and that neuertheleſſe in other parts of the Realme they bee not foꝛboꝛne in any 
vluall payment which by Law may be layed on them, and which they were accuſtomed to 
beare among their neighbours in the Country when they relided there. And his Maieſty doth 
further charge and'command,that when they oꝛ any of them at any Aſſizes, Seſſions, oꝛ other 
place of publike ſeruice ſhall make default ot their ſeruite.oꝛ due attendance, that the penalties 
of the Law bee ſeuerely inflicted on them, without fauour oz excuſe by reaſon of their reũding 
with their families at London, oz Weſtminſter, 02 the places adioyning., 
Finally, His Maieſtie doeth hereby declare that it is His firme reſolution to withſtand this 
greatandgrowingeulll, by all iuſt wayes, and by a conſtant ſeuerity towards the offenders 
that behalfe; Foz which caule dis Paleſtie doeth gtue this timely warning, that none doe 
hereafter pzeſume to offend,noz put themlelues to vnneteſlary charge in pzoutding themlelues 
to returne in winter, to the ſaid Cities and plates adiatent but that they confozme themſelues 
to this his Royall Commandement, as they tender their dueties to His Pateſtie, oꝛ the good 


and welfare ol their conntreyes and themlelues.
